Government Is Trying to Solve
| the Mystery of the Twenty
' Ilming Ships.

‘HAY BE WUHK OF. PIRATES

Adrnlral Sims, Home, Tells Secretary
+ Denby He Was Misquoted—Britain
' Determined to Crush Irish Re-

! volt—Dawes Made Direc-

| tor of Natlonal Budget.

The Interest of the world was excit-
ed and ite Imagination stimulated last
week by the rernarkable story of the
20 lost merchant ships, the mystery of
whose disappearance our government
‘Is trylng to solve, Not since the dgys
of the German U-boats has there been
any such a series of maritime disas-
ters, nor was there any such hefore
the war, A number of these 20 ves-
sels which have disappeared within a
few months were American or salling
from American ports. The most mys-
tifying of the instances was that of the
American schooner Carroll A, Deering,
which ran ashore off the North Carc-
lina coast last January with all so'ls
set and every member of the créw
missing, as were its small boats. More
than two months later- the following
message In & bottle was plcked up
near Cape Hatterus:

]

“Deering capturcd by oll-burnfng

boat, something llke chaser; taking off
everything, handcuffing crew., Crew
hiding all over ship. No chance to
make escape. Finder please notlfy
headquarters of Deerlng."

Naturally the favorite theory con-
cerning these events s that a plrate
craft is operating in the Atlantic. Rear
Admiral Nulton, commandunt of the
Philadelphia navy yard, inclines to this
view. He says:

“It would be possible for an outlaw
craft to run wild for a short time, and
it could do considernble damnge tn
ehipping. 1If there Is a pirate craft, It
was or Is operating with forged ship's
papers. It Is‘always necessary, when
a ship enters a port, to have its papers
examined, and this craft could operate
for a short time with forged papers,
but in the end It would disclose lis
identlty.

“It Is true, slso, that by stripplng
vessels of provisions and fuel the out-
law could contlnue operutions a long
time, but eventually it would have to
put Into some port for repalrs. Machin-
ery, you know, cannot run forever
without belng overhauled and repalred.

“If such a craft is operating it will
have to return to port at some time,
and when It does, I agsume there will
be interesting developments,"

Another theory Is based upon the
fact that about a yeur and a half ago
the New York pollce seized documents
which revealed a plot which the Unl-
ted Russlan Workers of the United
States and Canada were forming to
get their mempera to Russin, Those
members who were out of work were
being lustructed to ship on vessels in
sufficlent numbers to selze the vessels
at sen and steer them into sovlet Itus-
slan ports. '

The Departments of State and Com-
merce, however, hold to the plain pi-
rate theory and a world-wide lookout
for the missing ships and their crews
hss been ordered.

Admiral Sims, recalled from Eng-
land by an order from Secretary Den-
by that sounded especially severe, ar-
rived In Washington Wednesday and
reported to the head of the navy
Thursday. In reply to Mr. Denby, he
asserted that he hud been misquoted
in the reports of his London speech,
and the secretary called on him for a
correct text of what he said. M, Den-
by said to the correspondents:

“Acmiral Sims has denled the ac-
curacy of the statements attributed to
him. Ife stated that he was [ncorrect-
Iy quoted. I gave him a written mem-
oraniem setting forth those state-
menis and naklng him to Inform me

1ln writing where he was mhqunted
and to tell me, if he could, what he did
Isay In that speech,"

At this writing the outcome of the
affalr, so far as the admiral Is con-
cerned, 1s not known. What is known,
|however, s that the incldent of his
|apeech, the attack on him by some of
/the Irish-Americans and the possibility
iof his belng disciplined for what he
{pald has aroused a general feellng
against hyphenates In Amerlca com-
parable to that that existed during
the war. Senators, representatives,
Secretary Denby and even President
Harding were almost swamped with
letters and telegrams protesting
against any punishment of the admi-
ral and Indorsing the sentiments he
had empressed. The pro-Irish were

‘ot sllent, by any means, but the com-

munications™ from “admirers of Sims
were largely in the majority. Nelther
side was permitted to make a dewmon-
stration in New York when the ad-
mirgl landed, fully a thousand police
l'gmg massed to prevent such action,

The Ulster parllament, which was
organized recently, was formally
opened Wednesday by King George,
who, with Queen Mary, journeyed to
Belfast for the purpose. No least part
of the elaborate ceremonies usual on
such occaslons was omitted, the Irish
republicans created no disturbance
and everything passed off In orderly
manner. The king In hls speech from
the throne sald he spoke “from u full
heart,” but he uttered nothing but
platitudes, to the disappolntment of
those who had expected some sensa-
tional pronouncement on the Irish
question.

In the parliament in London more
Important statements concerning the
Irish troubles were made. For the
first time the government admitted
that there is real war In Ireland, und
Worthington Evans, secretury of war,
more than Intimated that It would be
a war to the finish. He sald the gov-
ernment was sending troops continu-
ally to the Island and would continue
to send them as quickly as possible,
and that these troops would be given
every support., Lord Chuncellor Blr-
kenhead spoke to the sume effect, and
even more en;plmllcully. making It
plain that unless a settlement s
reached and the southern purlininent
functions, there will be a military
domination campalgn much like that
employed agalpst the Boers In South
Afrlca,

The most spectacular exploit of the
Sinn Feluers last week was the kid-
naping of Earl Bandon, for many
years the king's lleutenant of County
Cork, and the burning of hls castle in
Bantry. Colonel Lambert of the crown
forces was kllled near Knockroghery,
and In reprisal the eotlre village was
burnped.

The allies, while still determined
that the Turkish nationalists shinll not
get possession of Constantinople, have
now requested, or ordered, the Greeks
to defer thelr offensive against Ke-
mal's forces untll an attenipt has been
made to mediate between the two na-
tieng. King Constantine, it s said,
consented to walt untll some time In
July. Lord Curzon, Premier Briand
and representatives of Italy arranged
for this postponement and promised
that if Greece were ginenable the three
big powers would lift the tinancial em
burgo and permit Greece o arrialige
its fiscal affairs. The French under-
took to persunde Keinal Pusha to make
concesslons lending to an  amlicable
gettlement,

The Japanese and Bolshevikl In Si
beria, who have been on the point of
host!lities for some time, are reported
to have had a fight ncar Nikolalevosk.
The government of the Far Eastern re
public at Chita has mobllized Its forces
and hoa been promised active aid by
the Mogcow government, It reports
the complete defeat of a boay ol
troops personally communded by Gen.
Baron von Ungeru-Sternberg, antl-Eol-
shevik leader. This is denfed hy dis:
patches from Harbin, which credit Un.
gern-Sternberg with repeated success-
es, Jupan bhas presented to the Chita
government elght rigorous conditions
ns a hasls for recognition—so harsh
that they will be hardly acceptable,

Three acchored submurines were
destroyed hy the United States forces
last week—but the laymun will nopt

easily percelve the value of the exploit.
except that it proved our aerlul homb-
ers und destioyer gunners are pretty
good marksmen, at least when the tar-
get is statlonary and helpless, The
first test was mnde by a bombhing
squadron of the alr forces, and the
submarine was speedily sunk. Then a
bunch of destroyers charged op two
U-hoats, at full speed, and filed them
full of shells In quick time. Other
tests are to follow. Of course, the tar-
gets were submarines that ouce be-
longed to Germany,

Gen. Charles G. Dawes of Chicago
has been persuaded by President Hard
ing to take the place of director of the
new federal budget system and Is al-
ready on the job, He had an inter-
view with the President and then an-
nounced that he would ask a number
of experiencerl businese men to serve
in the budget bureau without puy. The
first of these Is Willilam T. Abbott of
Chicago, whom General Dawes Invited
to serve as assistant director, He also
requested that DBrig. Gen. George
Moseley and Col. Henry Smither be
detailed to help him. Both of them
distingulshed themszelves in organizn-
tlon work during the war.

Mr, Dawes made some cutdug re-
marks about the Inadequacy of the
budget legislation, adding: “One might
a8 well be handed a toothpick with
which to tunnel Plke's peak. It Is evl-
dent that if this, the greatest business
crisls which our government has ever
confronted, Is to be properly met, chief
reliance will have to be placed upon
something else than the pltiful machin-

ery provided ty law with which to ex-

enlw the wlde powers extended to the
budget burepu. 1 am, therefore, ac-
¢epting the position of director of the
Ludge: only with the Idea that the pa-
triotism of the bureau chiefs and the
country as a whole can be aroused In
this emergency that it will be met as
was the emergency of war four years
ago."

With its mind set more firmly on
present economy than on adequate na-
tlonal defense, congress lust week
ubout made up its mivd that the Uni-
ted States could get along safely with
a very small army and pavy person-
nel. Despite the utmost efforts ol the
advocates of prepuredness and con-
trury to the known wishes of the ad-
ministration, the army 18 to be reduced
to 150,000 men by October 1, and the
enlisted personnel of the pavy Is to he
cut to 106,080. At least §H0,000 men
must be discharged from the arwy, re-
gardless of thelr enlistment terms, in
additlon to the normal discharges,
which are estimated at 20,000, Senator
New of Indlana declared the 50,000
can sue the government for thelr sal-
arles If the terms of their enlistment
contracts are thus ignored.

The senate In this ylelded complete-
Iy to the demands of the house, and In
return recelved assurance thuat the
Boral. disarmament amendment would
lie adopted by the house In substitute
for the Porter resolutlon. This, too,
will be distasteful to the adminlstra-
tion, It may be President Harding
can and will do something to prevent
this return to a state of unprepared-
ness by Interposing his veto,

Secretary of the Navy Denty has
taken sieps to check the tendency to
introduce sovlet methods into the
navy, believing them to be subversive
of discipline. There have heen two
known instances of this so far, and In
both cases Mr. Denby has removed
from command the chief officer respon-
sible. In the first, Capt. C. D. Stearns
has been detached from comand of
the battleship Michigan for permitting
the enlisted men to form & committee
to pass upon disciplinary measures
among members of the crew, In the
othier euse, the crew of an unnained
vessel was permitted to express Its
preference by vote ns to where the
ship should be tuken to go Into dry
dock; the commander, also ununmed,
was detached from his commiand,

UGILISTS" HALL
INVADED B VET:

SPOKESMAN FOR THE WOUNDED
OF WORLD WAR SOLEMNLY
WARN THE GATHERING.

FORGE TO MEET WITH FORGE

The Veterans' Visit Made Without
Disorder, and After the Speeches,
the Former Soldiers Withdrew,

Detroit.—Fifty delegates to the con.
vention of Disabled American Vate-
rans of the World Wuar invaded the
sodiallst national convention and warn:
ed the socialists that the veterans are
ready “to fight again to defend the flag
agalnst sedition, disloyalty and trea-
son.”

Ralph Horr, of Seattle, who led the
invading veterans, told the socialists
that advocates of force would he met
with forcs.

Horr quoted from printed reports
the remarks of J, Louls Engdahl to
the general effect thal his section of
the party would fight “not as 100 per
cent Americans, but under the red flag
of international soclalism.”

“I hope these reports do not repre
sent the sentiment of your conven-
tion," Horr said, “but if they do rep-
resent the ideas of any among you,
we huve come to tell you here that it
is our intention te deal with thess
people. We have had occasion in Se
attle to use machine'guns to stamp
out disloyalty, sedition and treason
and those guns can be used again."

Cameron King, sociallst delegate
from California, replied in behalf of
the socialists.

The visit of the veterans was mada
without disorder. After the talks wera

made, the former soldiers withdrew.
.

SZITFT 1S NOW HEAD
OF SUPREME COURT

NOMINATION BY HARDING WAS
PROMPTLY CONFIRMED BY
THE SENATE.

SOME OPPOSITION DEVELOPED

Senators Borah and Johnson Led the
Fight on the Fioor in Opposition
to Confirm the Nomines.

Washington. — Former President
Willlam Howard Taft was nominated
by President Harding to be Chiet Jus-
tice of the United S.ates Supreme
Court and hie nomination was con-
firmed b they senate executive ses-
slon.

The nomination was not confirmed
without opposition however, and a
roll call was demanded. The opposi-
tlon was understood to have been
voted by Senators Borah, Idaho; John-
son, Celifornia, and La Follette, Wis-
consin, all republicans,

On the roll call, however, only four
votes were cast against confirmation.
These were by Senators Borah, John-
son and La Follette, and Senator Wat-
son, democrat, Georgia,

Montreal.—“It has been the ambil-
tion of my life to be chief justice”
Willlam H. Taft declared, “but mow
that it is gratified I tremble tn think
whether I can worthily fill the position
and be useful to the country.”
